Extive Power appertains z but alſo, how little he minds his Sworn Dety, which 
is to ſee the Laws duly pur in Execation; and Juſtice, according to them, e- 

ually diſtributed wirhout Partialicz; and how any can Anſwer the ne.ifyi 
, without a Lawful brogation, by the ſaine Power that Enaftcd them, 
I cat poffibly conceive for the common approved Maxim is, That Power, 
on'y that made aiy Law, has ſufficient Amthoruty ro ſuſpend or repeal the ſame. 
The Laws of the Land, fo long as they are founded on Reaſon, and 
beneficial to the Pub lick Peace and Welfare of the X irgdows, ought tobe kept 
Inviolable, and maintain'd by All ; but more eſpecially by thoſe that have auy 
fare in the Execcation of them.

ſecuting Spirit. Farther, The Worthy Members of the Church of England 
are grateful Underſtanding Men; and I have that Charity for them, as not 
to imagine, "Thar if the Diſenters be, to their Power, Friendly and Service- 
able to the Church of. Exytand now ; if it ſhould ever lye in her Members 
Power hereafter, biit that a trebble return of Kindneſs and Gratitude would 
by them be made.
